My Lord, Italian Embassy, London, May 12, IS®. 

MY Government have instructed me tn crniirutmcate the following to your 
Lordship;— 

When ajl was ready for thr- closure of the prdee^verhd of the exchange of ratifi¬ 
cations of the Sanitary Convention of Venice of the 19th March last, in accordance 
with the proposal manic by the Government of 11 is Majesty the King, and accepted 
by all the Signatory Powers. Turkey declared that she was ready to deposit her 
ratification only under the four reservations which she had made the conditions of 
her adherence of the Convention of Paris, and, in addition, under the following two 
conditions 

1. That no obstacle should lie placed by the provisions of the Convention to Hie 
pious intentions of Mussulman pilgrims* 

2. That Turkey should have the right to prolong, in ease of necessity t the 
period of twelve days' observation established by the Convention itself. 

The Government of the King obviously had no power to accept a ratification 
under such conditions, all the more so that they were aware that some of the Powers 
I met raised decided objections to the four Turkish resm'aiious (which will he found 
stated on p, 162 of live jirot'h-ty rhnur of the Conference of Venice of 1807). It (hum- 
fore becomes necessary to embark in a new exchange of ideas by the Signatory 
Powers, in order to induct the Porte to withdraw from the reservation^ or, at least, 
to discover a method of conciliation, as it is of the utmost importance to insure the 
adhesion ciT Turkey to the Convention, which would largely he applied in Otto man 
territory. 

In this stale uf affairs the Government of the* King propose, in order to give 
time fora quiet interchange of ideas, thai the definitive closure of the jirnrh-wtud 
of the exchange of mtificaliems should again be postponed until the 31st October 
next, it being understand that if by that time (lie desired agreement relative to the 
Turkish reservation* shall not have been arrived at. the proib-rerbut will be closed, 
leaving to Turkey the power (similarly to Greece) ol‘adhering later. 

Two other advantages would hr gained by this postponement ; — 

1, Facilities would be .offered to the Persian Government to come to an agree¬ 
ment with the Turkish Government relative to the question of the flag nod of Urn 
armed guards of the Future lazaret, of Ormuz,, the Sublime Porte haying aid tie, of 
ail the Signatory Powers, made observations relative to the reservations made by 
Persia. Moreover, a direct agreement between the two Governments relative to 
the establishment of this lazaret was provided tor by Lite Venice Convention itself 

2. Time would be given Lo those States -.diei had declared that they could net 
accept the projected modification of Article XXXV of t he ('<>nvention w it bout 
authority from (heir respective Legislatures, to apply for such authority, in order 
that,' as originally proposed, the modification in question may appear in the /Jr'eees- 
vtrbttl of exchange of ratifications. 

While proposing to return within a short time to the subject of thu Turkish 
reservations and Lhe observations to which ihejy have given rise, f should be glad to 
learn whether the Government of Her Majesty the Queen eminent to the postpone¬ 
ment described above.
